Atlanta park fees will remain as 
they were fixed by the parks com- 
mittee of city council and the com- 
mittee will continue to administer 
affairs of the system, it was decided 
Monday afternoon by city council. 

A resolution offered at the last 
meeting of council by Robert M. Cobb, 
Jr., councilman from the ninth ward, 
to reduce the fees, waS returned to

Resolution Asks That 
People in-Affected Areas 
as Well as Those in City 
Be Allowed To Vote on

City council Monday - afternoon 
voted 25 to 9 to double the size of the 
municipality and increase the popula- 
tion by at least 75,000 when it ap- 
proved a resolution asking the Geor- 
gia legislature to sanction annexation 
of about 30 square miles of territory 
included in a comprehensive extensjon 
program. 

Despite a stubborn fight by oppo- 
nents of annexation, the measure was 
pushed over subject to a favorable 
referendum in which all residents of 
the affected areas and citizens of At-’ 
lanta are to participate.

and that section, which is populated 
chiefly by negroes,” Lowe said. “When 
he stopped at the store Saturday night 
Rich says he left his companion in 
the car and came in for some cigar- 
ettes and to phone his sister. Rich 
tells me that Johnson at first asked 
him to ‘charge’ the cigarettes but that 
he later went through his pockets and 
produced the 15 cents mecessary to 
pay for them.” 
Gossett Not Connected. 

Lowe admitted that he had noth- 
ing to connect Gossett with the crime 
if those who had seen Johnson and 
his companion Saturday. night failed 
to identify Gossett as one of those 
companions. 

Gossett, Lowe said, denied knowing 
Professor Johnson but admitted that 
he knew the teacher's brother, S. M. 
Johnson, of East Point, and that he 
had “business dealings” with the East 
Point man. 

The police Monday attached some 
significance to a report given them by 
J. T. Snee. 612 Angier avenue, and 
E. L. Luek, 676° Angier avenue, in 
front of whose home Johnson's body 
was found, that a sign had been let- 
tered on the back window of the Car, 
reading “driver unconscious.” - The 
police said they believed it probable 
that the slayer wrote the sign after 
he had abandoned the body of his vic- 
tim. 

An inquest into the death of John- 
son was conducted Monday morning 
by Coroner Paul Donehoo at the un- 
dertaking parlors of the Austin 
Dillon Company. The jury .returned 
a verdict that Johnson came to his 
death as a result of being struck by 
a blunt instrument “in the hand or 
hands of parties unknown.” 

Nothing of significance was brought 
out at the inquest save that G. B. 
(Green, a foreman at the Southern Au- 
tomobile Equipment Company, report- 
ed that while in that place Johnson 
attempted to cash a check for $100 
and had been turned down. Green 
said he believed that Johnson had 
been drinking and did not take the 
check for fear that Johnson might ob- 
tain more liquor with the proceeds. 

Members of Johnson's family, in- 
cluding his widow, again were ques- 
tioned by Detectives Stephens and 
Tavlor Monday but none of them 
could advance’ infermation which 
would lead tothe establishment of a 
motive for the crime.

King’s Speech To Start 


First Test of Strength 


Between Rival Parties 
in Debating Reply. f 


London, July 1.—(P)—Great Brit- 


ain’s new parliament, directed by the ~ 


second labor government to hold pow- 
er under the towers of Westminster, 
assembles tomorrow for its first real 
work. 

The preliminaries were dispatched 
last week and labor's first big guns 
will go into action with presentation 
of the king's speech from the throne. 
The first test of strength between the 
rival parties will come in the debate 
over the reply to the speech, which 
traditionally presents the program of 
the party in power. ¢ 

There will be no state ceremonial 
for the opening. Its omission, how- 
ever, 18s In no way due to any objee- 
tions on the part of King George to 
his labor government. His majesty 
always has heen most careful to avoid 
the slightest discrimination between 
the different political parties and 
even has shown special consideration 
to the labor leaders. 

The pomp and ceremonial which 
made the opening of parliament se 
brilliant a spectacle will be absent 
simply out of regard for the sover 
eign's health. Since he has only just 
recovered from illness, it was consid- 
ered unwise to risk the fatigue of the 
long and picturesque pageantry in the 
house of lords. 


Interesting Session. 


A quiet businesslike tone therefore 
will mark the first business session 
of what promises to be one of the most 
tO ig parliaments in recent his- 
ory. 

The labor government meets the 

house of commons under auspicious 
circumstances. Events have conspired 
to give it a good send-off and the 
ministers are more confident than 
they were when first elected, that 
Premier Ramsay MacDonald's cabi- 
net will last the full two years which 
they originally predicted. 
_ The kings’ speech from the throne 
is expected to be the longest in the 
history of British parliaments. This 
marks a kind of break with parlia- 
mentary tradition, which always has 
been to indicate the government pro- 
gram -in the most summary form. 

The speech is expected to refer to 
world disarmament afid British rela- 
tions with the United States, Premier 
MacDonald's visit to Geneva for the 
league assembly, the unemployment 
situation, the acceptance of the Young 
reparations plans, and the question 
of evacuation of the Rhineland by the 
British army of occupation. 


Reforms Are Features. 


A number of internal reforms, such 
as ‘improvement of the unemployment 
insurance scheme, a new factories bill, 
amendment of the trades disputes act, 
so bitterly resented by the unions 
since ifs passage by the conservatives 
after failure of the general strike in 
1926, will be the principal features of 
labor’s domestic policy. 

Most of this legislation is of a 
character that normally would secure 
th: support of the liberal party, which 
holds the Balance of power in the 
house. The program is so long that 
the session which begins tomorrow 
will be extended to an. unusual 
length. 

All three leaders of the big parties, 
Premier MacDonald and former Pre- 
miers Lloyd George and Baldwin will 
speak tomorrow. 

The prime minister's speech is 
awaited with the greatest interest for 
the light it may throw on the pres- 
ent state of negotiations for nayal 
disarmament, which continues to be 
the most absorbing topic connected 
with the new government in the minds 
of the British public and the press, 

The usual receptions and dinners by 
leaders and political hostesses of 
conservative and liberal parties on 
the eye of a gession were held tonight 
for the new members of the house, 
who thus will become socially ac- 
quainted with their colleagues. 

King George, although he will not 
personally open parliament, neverthe- 
Jess attended to the necessary state 
duties connected with it. He receiy- 
e’ at Buckingham palace tonight a 
number of the new labor appointees 
to the royal household and presented 
them with their insignia of office.”

Washington, July 1.—()—A wide 
variety of commodities ranging’ from 


shoes to cast iron pipe occupied three 
groups of senatorial tariff revisers 
today as they continued hearings on 
the house bill. 

The metals and sundry sub-commit- 
tees of the finance committee were in 
session all day taking testimony of 
more than a score of manufacturers 
And importers. The silk group called 
a dozen witnesses to testify late in 
the day. 

Raymond V. McNamara, Haverhill, 
Mass., shoe manufacturer, told the 
sundry sub-committee the women's 
shoe industry in this country would 
be obsolete in ten years unless an 
adequate tariff were placed on foot 
wear, now on the free list. He said 
imports, largely from Czecho-Slovakia, 
were increasing at an alarming rate. 

Regarding the Haverhill situation 
he declared factories were operating 
far below capacity, the population had 
fallen off 8,000 in eight years, 1,700 
tenements were vacated, 20 plants had 
heen forced to liquidate last year, and 
8.000 workers were now on strike for 
a 10 per cent wage increase and five- 
day week, 

McNamara told Senator Thomas, 
democrat, Oklahoma, that even with a 
tariff higher than the 20. per cent 
proposed in the house bill the manu- 
facturers would be unable to meet the

Address On “The Influence 
of Ancient Greece” Will 
Feature Meeting Today. 


An address on “The Influence. of 


Ancient Greece,” given by Judge R. 
V. Fletcher, of Chicago, genzral coun- 
sel for the Illinois Central railroad, 
will be the outstanding feature of the 
annual meeting of the American Clas- 
sical League, seheduled for 2 o'clock 
this afternoon at the Central Presby- 
terian church. 

Another feature ef the meeting, 
which is held annually in connection 
with the N. E. A. convention, will be 
a talk on the twentieth century anni- 
versary of the birth of Virgil by Dr. 
Anna P. MacVay, general chairman 
of the league’s committees. Miss 
Frances E. Sabin, director of the Clas- 
sical Service Bureau, of New York, 
will discuss the work of this organi- 
zation and explain to the teachers how 
it may be of servite to them. 

The league’s annual dinner will be 
held at 6:30 o’clock tonight at the 
Ansley hotel and at that time several 
short talks will be made by officers 
and well known teachers. Any visit- 
ing or local teachers, whether or not 
they are members of the league, will 
be welcomed to the afternoon meet- 
ing and to the dinner. 

The American Classical League was 
organized a number of years ago by 
Dr. Andrew F. West for teachers of 
the classical languages in high schools, 
universities and colleges, and was de- 
signed to ‘foster interest in the lan- 
guages and the classical literature. 
Dr. West served as president of the 
league up until a few years ago when 
Dr. Ralph Van Deman Magoffin, of 
New York University, was made pres- 
ident, when Dr. West retired to the 
position of honorary president. Dr. 
Rollin H. Tanner, of New York Uni- 
versity, is secretary and treasurer, and 
Doctors Frank R. Miller. of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, MacVay, of Wad- 
(Iéigh High ‘school, New York; A. L. 
i Bondurant, of the University of Mis- 
sissippi, and Susan M. Dorsey, of Los 
Angeles, are vice presidents. 

While the organization is indepen- 
dent of'the N. E. A, it has for years 
held its annual meeting at the same 
time and in the same city as the larger 
organization and has in the past at- 
tracted many delegates to its meetings.

Los Angeles, July 1.—(?)—James 
Cruze, motion picture director, and 
John Decker, painter, brought a lit- 
tle disagreement over art into court 
today when Cruze sued Decker for 
$200,000 damages. 

The suit wes based on a portrait 
of Cruze painted by Decker which pic- 
tured the director in a prison cell. 
Cruze refused to accept the painting, 
whereupon, he alleged Decker placed 
the painting in a Hollywood art store 
window and entitled it: 

“James Cruze—In 
Debt.” 

Cruze set forth that not only was 
his position in the picture objection- 
able but that “I was the most sur- 
prised man in the world when I saw 
it. Mouth like a gargoyle; face like a 
frog; it made me look like an Apache 
or something worse.” 

“I told Decker I wouldn’t accept 
it,” Cruze continued, “I told him I 
wanted a portrait, not a funny pic- 
ture. I intend this suit as punish- 
ment, that’s all.” 

Decker replied: 

“When a man employs an artist to 
paint a portrait, it is up to the artist 
to do his worst as he. sees best. If 
Cruze -wanted some _ wishy-washy, 
sloppy sentimental portrait of him- 
self, he could have had a photograph | 
taken or hire a two-bit painter to do} 
it. I gave him a work of. interpreta- 
tive art.”’ 

When Cruze refused the picture, 
Decker claimed it reverted to him to 
do with as he pleased.

Should the defense open its case 
Friday morning it is hoped the case 
will be given ‘the jury Saturday or 
Monday at the latest. There will be 
no session of court Thursday because 
of the Independence Day holiday.

Bull Market Resumes With 
Full Strength; Gold Move- 
ment Changes Picture in 
Stock Exchange Activities.

Washington, July 1.—~The resumed | 


bull stock market started off this 
morning under a full head of steam 
over 700,000 shares changing hands 
the first half hour with prices high- 
er. ‘There was some large blocks at 
the opening, 15,000 shares of Colum- 
bia Graphophone changing hands up 
$5 a share. The ticker in the first 


hour ‘dropped ten minutes behind the/

floor. 

Time money was easier. Call again 
opened at 10 per cent but with the 
banks calling $60,000,000 in the first 
two hours, sending the rate to 12 per 
cent in the noon hour and later to 15. 
Higher call money slowed down trad- 
ing in the stock market. 

Wall Street expects easier call and 
time money within the next few days 
or with heavy July 1 money market 
requirements out of the way. Despite 
the outlook for easier money, however, 
the feeling was expressed in some 
Wall Street quarters that recently the 
stock market has been going too fast, 
inviting a temporary setback on tech- 
nical market conditions. 

Copper shares were the feature of 
today’s stock market. Strength and 
activity in these shares was connected 
with the offering of Anaconda to ex- 
change its shares 2 1-2 for 1 for 
Greene Cananea and 40-100 of Andes. 
Anaconda already controls .the two 
companies named through ownership 
of stock, The offering to exchange 
stock will hold good until October 1. 

nerease Reported. 

An increase of 4.7 per cent is re- 
ported in the aggregate gross earnings 
of the first 66 railroads for May com- 
pared with a year ago, with net operat- 
ing income up 14.9 per cent. Rails, 
however, failed to retlect the favor- 
able May earnings statements and also 
the application of the Wabash to 
merge 14 roads, forming a new fifth 
trunk line including Lehigh Valley, 
Wheeling and Lake Erie, Pittsburgh 
and West Virginia, Western Mary- 
land, Toledo, Peoria and Western and 
seyeral smaller connecting roads. The 
proposed system would form a line 
from Omaha and Kansas City, east to 
the Atlantic coast, serving all of the 
country’s important industrial centers 
and competing with New York Cen- 
tral. Baltimore and Ohio, Nickel Plate. 

Pennsylvania’s name was not men- 
tioned in the application of the Wa- 
bash to form a new fifth trunk line. 
However, it is a matter of record that 
Pennsylvania owns control of Wa- 
bash and Lehigh Valley through stock 
purchased from Delaware and Hudson 
when Loree gave up his plans for a 
fifth trunk line. Apparently Penn- 
sylvania is following the example of 
New York Central, when that road 
turned over control of Nickel Plate 
which was not needed by the Van 
Sweringens, who formed a new trunk 
line friendly to New York Central 
but competing with Pennsylvania and 
B. & O. There is a closer connection 
between Pennsylvania and Wabash 
and Lehigh Valley than between New 
York Central and the Nickel Plate 
and Wall Street is skeptical over 
Pennsylvania’s chances of getting the 
approval of the I. C. C. for the pro- 
posed new fifth trunk line.

Increased 
dividend payments have been a big 
factor in the stock market from the 
viewpoint of stimulating both specula- 
tion and investing. 

Trading in stocks on the New York 
Stock Exchange alone for June was 
69,547,000 shares, a new high record 
for the month, 6,806,000 shares above 
last year. However, June was the 
smallest month of this year, compar- 
ing with 91,283,000 shares for May, 
105,661,000 for March and 110,000,- 
000 for January. For the half year 
there is a new high record of 537,865,- 
000 shares with 415,598,000 shares for 
the first half of 1928; with only 115,- 
158,000 for the first half of 1924 
when the unprecedented bull stock 
market got under way on easy money; 
with 92,500.000 shares with the first 
half of 1921 when the upward price 
movement started from the post-war 
deflation period. 

On June 1 the average price of 50 
representative stocks, half rails and 
half industrials, wes 235.21. That 
was the low for the month with the 
high made on June 29, the last busi- 
ness day of the month at 265.48, which 
was a new high for all time, compared 
with 226.77, the year’s low, made on 
Mareh 26: with 82.26 the low of

New Financing Loss. 

New financing for June was $812,-

LOOKING AHEAB'IN SILK 


n the good old days we hear so 
much about stlks and satins were a 
luxury within the reach only of ladies 
at court. The typical American girl 
today, who sports silk on almost every 
occasion, does not consider’ those 
earlier times with much respect and 
a good many of her sisters abroad 
feel the same way about it. _ 

The high degree of prosperity in the 

United States in recent years 1s eVl- 
denced in no more convincing way 
than by the rapid increase in the de- 
mand for silk. We look upon the war 
and subsequent period when expendi- 
tures for luxuries reached extravagant 
heights in this country. Yet in com- 
parison with the average consumption 
of 75,000,000 pounds that consump- 
tion appears diminutive. The increase 
i nthis interval was 100 per cent, an 
average annual rate of more than 10 
per cent. 
But the clouds: have begun to ap- 
pear on the industry’s horizon. The 
rate of growth has slowed seriously. 
From 1922 to 1925 the annual rate 
of growth was 12 per cent; from 
1925 to 1927 5 1-2 per cent, and from 
1927 to 1928 only 4 per cent. This 
tendency has developed despite a low- 
er price for the raw material and re- 
duced cost of production through im- 
provement in the method of manufac- 
ture, which have permitted the finish- 
ed article to be marked more cheaply 
than ever. 

The potential market remaining to 
be filled is narrowing to small pro- 
portions. An alternate § material, 
rayon, is already dominating the wom- 
en’s underwear field and threatens 
to compete more keenly in other gar- 
ments now that finer yarns can be 
created. With productive capacity 
high, with the potential market dimin- 
ishing, and with rayon making rapid 
progress—the silk industry must for- 
tify itself for a period of more intense 
competition. During this’ struggle 
those concerns will fare best which 
excel in style creations and culti- 
vate the market aggressively by every 
conceivable method. 


Declining wool prices may mean in- 
ventory losses to manufacturers now. 
but they also place the industry on 
a somewhat stronger basis to compete 
with other fibers.

Major Leaguer. 


New York, July 1. — Charles 
(Chuck) Klein, youthful home -run 
sensation of the National league. was 
eonsidered such a palooka in 1927 by 
a minor league club head that he was 
sold for $200. 

At current prices the hard-hitting 
Mr. Klein is worth any figure as long 
as you keep it above $100,000. His 
terrific clouting has so bolstered the 
Phillies that they no longer are any- 
body’s dish of spinach on the ball field. 

The amazing deal by which a ball 
club parted with Klein’s services for 
a sum which wouldn't pay for a sec- 
ond hand flivver is described by Dan 
Seism, sports editor of the Evansville, 
Ind., Courier, in a letter. 

Scism writes: 

“Adolph Stallman, a school proba- 
tion officer, discovered Klein. Stall- 
man, having once played minor league 
ball himself, knows a few things about 
the game, and when he spotted Klein 
playing with an Indianapolis semi-pro 
outfit he galloped to A. Beard, 
president of the Evansville club, with 
the news that he had discovered a red- 
hot prospect, a kid who could hit a 
ball from oné county to another. 

“Tt took Stallman half the winter 
of 1926-1927 to persuade Beard that 
Klein was a ball player. Finally 
sr sent Chuck a contract. 

“Koy Whitcraft was manager of 
the Evansville team for the season of 
1927 and promptly sent Klein back 
home after a week or two of the cam- 


pee. 5 Hi 
‘“Whiteraft’s assortment of ball 
players were showing rare skill in 
losing a game or two each day. But 
he was afraid to experiment with 
Klein. : 

“Then—when the Evansville club 
was firmly  intrenched in ‘the 
Three-I league cellar, Klein was 
recalled in August and played 
about 14 games. before  fractur- 
ing his ankle sliding into first. 

“The Fans’ Association which 
owned the club that season lost about 
20,000 smackers. The association sold 
out to Bob Coleman, who was backed 
by Detroit. Coleman bought the fran- 
chise but not the players, which were 
left with the old association. Beard,

A 100-yard man takes one long, 
deep breath just as he kicks away 
from the mark. ‘He hasn't any time to 
bother about breathing again until he 
reaches the 50-yard mark. He needs 
the expanded chest to keep his en- 
ergies centered, just as a Japanese 
jitsu artist tightens his stomach mus: 
cles and feels strength radiating from | 
that center. The sprigter, wasting no 
energy in puffing and panting, throws 
everything into moving his arms and 
legs. You-may have noticed that most 
of the best sprinters show a sudden 
“jump” just after they pass the 50- 
yard mark. That’s where they have 
exhaled and gulped down another big 
air supply. The second breath lasts 
them until they hit the tape or go 
| over the finish line.
